A riot involving more than 
40 persons raged for two hours 
early today at Juanita’s Galley 
in Sausalito before it was brok­ 
en up by an equal number of 
Marin law enforcement offi­ 
cers. 
The brawl started over a cup 
of coffee thrown in a m an’s 
face. It was fought with fists, 
chairs, 
dishes 
and 
assorted 
tools— even an ax—but appar­ 
ently no one was seriously in­ 
jured. 
The ax wielder was the only 
person booked at county jail 
this morning, but more arrests 
were expected. 
Sheriff’s Deputies G e o r g e 
Johnsen and 
Raymond v o n 
Savoye battled the rioters alone 
for almost 20 minutes before 
help arrived. 
“There was so much fight we 
couldn’t get loose to call for 
help,’’ said Johnsen. Someone 
did telephone, however, and 
about 50 officers from every 
law enforcement agency in the 
county south 
of Novato re­ 
sponded.

U.S. Charges Russ 
Spy Planes Violate 
Alaskan Air Space 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
Two Soviet reconnaissance 
planes flew over American 
territory in Alaska yester­ 
day and were chased back 
to Russia by U. S. jet fight­ 
ers, it was disclosed today. 
The United States protest­ 
ed sharply to the Kremlin, 
demanding the Soviet Un­ 
ion “take all necessary meas­ 
ures to prevent any repetition” 
of the air violation, the first 
of its kind. 
The D e f e n s e Department 
said the invaders penetrated 
30 miles inside U.S. territory. 
They were over American soil 
for about a half an hour and 
set off a “scramble” by U.S. 
fighter pilots at Alaskan bases. 
The Pentagon said that F-102 
jets “intercepted” the planes 
but no shots were fired. 
Radar tracked the Soviet air­ 
craft streaking back to Russia. 
A State Department spokes­ 
man told newsmen it was “the 
first clearly established inci­ 
dent of a Soviet overflight of 
the United States.” 
There have been reports that 
Russian planes from Cuba have 
flown over southeastern United 
States but Defense Secretary 
Robert S. McNamara has em­ 
phatically d e n i e d all such 
claims. 
A Defense D e p a r t m e n t 
spokesman said 
the Russian 
planes were spotted on radar 
approaching s o u t h w e s t e r n 
Alaska. They came in from the 
west southwest over Kuskok-i 
wim Bay, about 200 miles north 
of the Aleutian Islands. They 
flew at an altitude of from 17,- 
000 to 35.000 feet and at speeds 
of 400 to 460 miles an hour. 
The U.S. interceptors did not 
sight the “invaders” visually 
but caught them on their radar 
screens. 
One of the Russians doubled 
back almost directly west, fly­ 
ing over Nunivak Island en- 
route back to the Soviet Union.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Presi­ 
dent John F. Kennedy’s new 
o r d e r transferring 
fathers’ 
draft classification from 1-A to 
3-A will keep them subject to 
induction until the age of 35 
instead of 26, defense officials 
said today. 


Actually, the order merely 
formalizes a practice well es­ 
tablished since 1956 of not 
drafting fathers except in rare 
cases. But it will make fathers 
eligible for the draft, however 
unlikely, for nine additional 
years. 
The president’s order, which 
he signed yesterday shortly be­ 
fore leaving for a meeting of 
Central American presidents in 
Costa Rica, applies to all bona 
fide 
fathers 
except 
doctors, 
dentists and veterinarians. The 
vets are still used in the serv­ 
ice for meat inspection and 
some other animal-connected 
purposes. 
Under present 
practice, a 


father otherwise eligible for 
military service is placed in 
1-A, but is given a low priority 
which in effect means he will 
not 
be 
inducted. 
When 
he 
reaches the age of 26, he is 
no longer subject to draft. 
Under the new plan, he will 
be in class 3-A, and unless he 
has enjoyed a deferment will 
be technically subject to draft 
until 35. 
The 3-A class until now has 
been for heads of families who 
could show that their induc­ 
tion would cause “ undue hard­ 
ship” for their dependents.

Will spending a lot more 
in the next few years, when 
the Treasury expects to col­ 
lect less, cheapen the value 
of the dollar or will it make 
m ore jobs, higher incomes, 
larger profits? 


Should taxes be cut now. 
later, and if so, how much and 
who should benefit? 


The president’s idea, n atu r­ 
ally, is that his proposals are 
the best for the country: a m od­ 
erate tax cut this year with 
m ore to follow; increased de­ 
fense and space spending, with 
a brake if possible on civilian 
project spending, w i t h o u t 
qualm s over what the federal 
deficit will do to the purchas­ 
ing power of the dollar at home 
or abroad; and an end to the 
idea that a legal limit on the 
debt as set by Congress does 
good instead of harm. 


The administration’s hope 
is that its plan will get the 
economy growing at the rate 
it did before 1957, when fis­ 
cal austerity was set as the 
goal, if not the accomplish­ 
ment, of the nation.

The deputies said there were 
many injured who did not seek 
treatment. Johnsen said he saw 
men helping girls with scalp 
wounds out of the place. 
The only victims treated at 
Marin General Hospital were 
James Kornegay, 18, of 74 Wat- 
eree Street. Sausalito. who had 
a bump on the back of his 
head from a sugar bowl, plus 
Johnsen and von Savoye.

Clergyman's Wife Delivers 
Sermons In Stained Glass 


NOWATA, Okla. UPi— Rev. 
Franklin Stebbing preaches 
of Christianity from the pul­ 
pit. His wife tells the story 
of the Bible in stained glass. 
In each church Stebbing 
has served, his wife has left 
a heritage of stained glass, 
especially designed for that 
church. 
Now she is working on a 
series of 24 stained glass win­ 
dows 
for 
a 
Presbyterian 
church in Amarillo, Tex., her 
home town. 
She previously created win­ 
dows for churches her hus­ 
band served at Athens and 
Livingston, 
Tex., 
and 
de­ 
signed a door panel for her 


husband’s study in the first 
Presbyterian Church here, 
where he is pastor. 
Her Amarillo project con­ 
sists of a series of windows, 
each 
telling 
a 
particular 
story from the Bible. 
Mrs. Stebbing works out 
her design on paper, in color, 
then makes a full-sized draw­ 
ing which is used to make pa­ 
per templates. The stained 
glass, mostly imported from 
Germany, then is cut to ex­ 
act size, using the templates. 
Changes in color and de­ 
sign are made, if necessary, 
after the various pieces of 
glass have been cut and put 
temporarily 
into 
position. 


The window is completed by 
affixing the glass into its 
final form with lead strips 
and filling in around the 
strips with a special glazing 
compound. 
Mrs. Stebbing finds time to 
work in evenings and week­ 
ends, free time when she is 
not busy teaching art in jun­ 
ior high school. 
She strives to make her 
designs meaningful. 
“1 abhor windows that are 
merely pretty and don’t say 
anything,” she explains. ‘‘I 
try to design my windows so 
that, if a person comes back 
time after time, he will find 
something new there.

This stand 
has brought them into constant 
conflict with the law, and ex­ 
posed them to many mob at­ 
tacks, tar-and-featherings and 
other savage persecutions, both 
in this country and elsewhere.

lame laments over even these 
platitudes.” 
Thus, in 
recent report, col­ 
lege students characterized the 
social action efforts of religious 
groups. 
Most social action programs 
lack one essential element — 
action. Religious groups mis­ 
takenly assume that a resolu­ 
tion passed at a national con­ 
vention constitutes action. 
The truth is that resolutions 
have greater impact on those 
who discuss and approve them 
than on the people to whom 
they are supposedly addressed. 
To 
demand 
the 
right to 
preach to society without be­ 
coming involved in the society 
to whom we preach is to act ir­ 
responsibly. 
“Business is business” seems 
to have become the new stand­ 
ard economic life just as ‘‘poli­ 
tics is politics” seems to have 
become the accepted pattern in 
political life. 
When translated into the ver­ 
nacular, these two seemingly 
innocuous terms mean “you 
can’t be a success and be com­ 
pletely ethical at the same 
time.” 
The next step is inevitably, 
“religion is religion.” 
This is already manifest in 
superficial 
religious 
preach­ 
ments which smear a soothing 
balm 
of fatuous faith over 
men’s itchy consciences instead 
of pricking those consciences 
with barbs of social concern. 
The primary task for religion 
and its constitution, then, is to 
point out unequivocally the in­ 
justices still rampant in our 
world. 
The most formative influ­ 
ence in the life of an individual 
is neither creed nor scripture 
nor pulpit but the overall so­ 
cial, economic and political mil­ 
ieu. We affirm, then, that re­ 
ligion can best affect the char­ 
acter of man by seeking to af­ 
fect the character of man’s en­ 
vironment.

My 
grandparents had their own 
gold mine, my grandfather, a 
scholarly man, was the owner 
and publisher of two north 
state newspapers, he also was 
the 
first 
superintendent 
of 
schools in northern California, 
now that qualifies me to speak 
for the Irish. I love them. 
As for my Marin background 
I had another scholarly grand­ 
father, Franklin W. Holland, 
who brought his bride, the for­ 
mer Julia Sargent to north Ma­ 
rin in the early 1860’s. They 
were both from Boston and of 
English 
descent. My 
grand­ 
father had served in the Civil 
War. On the Sargent side, the 
family goes back to the Ameri­ 
can Revolution. I found out 
that two of my forebears were 
private soldiers in the war, not 
a general in the shebang. How 
disappointing. So I’m part Irish 
and part English and I’m very 
fond of them too. Well that’s 
enough about me.

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Perfect Game: I Couldn't Believe It

“I couldn’t believe it,” were 
the words of Ed Clinton who 
rolled a perfect game during 
league action Wednesday night 
at Nave Lanes, 
Clinton, a 189-average bowl­ 
er who lives in Sausalito, was 
the first Marin kegler to toss 
a 300 game in league competi­ 
tion since Pete Beeman did the 
trick back in 1942. 
Beeman tossed his 300 dur­ 
ing February of that year at 
the old Marin Bowl in San Ra­ 
fael. Other 300 games have 


been rolled since that time in 
open play, but no official rec­ 
ords are kept for “perfect” 
games rolled out cf sanctioned 
league play. 


The 23-year-old Clinton had 
never seen a 300 game before 
he notched up that strike on 
the 12th ball Wednesday. “I 
had kept score for a 298 game 
once in San Francisco but I 
never saw a 300 game,” he 
said. 


His highest single league 
game before his perfect one 
was a 268 line about three 


months ago while bowling in 
the 810 Scrtach League. Wed­ 
nesday^ 300 was in the Marin 
Masters League. 


Clinton, who was born in 
Ross, has lived in Marin all his 
life. He has been bowling for 
only five years. “I didn’t think 
I would ever have a chance for 
a 300 game for another five 
or 10 years,” he declared. 


He admitted to being real 
nervous from the ninth frame 
until the end, but added, “I 
just concentrated on hitting 
that head pin.” 


“1 sat right down on the ap­ 
proach after the ball hit the 
pocket on the 12th ball 1 just 
couldn’t believe it,” he said. 
Clinton said he had to take 
rain checks on many of the 
free drink offers after the 
game. “For about a half an 
hour after the game I didn’t 
know if I could even hold a 
glass to take a drink. I was 
really shaking.” 
Clinton, who is a left-handed 
bowler, rolled his perfect game 
to end a three-game series 
which started off with games 
of 201 and 210. His series for 


the night was a beautiful 711. 
Clay Anderson, secretary for 
the 
Marin 
County 
Bowling 
Assn., exemined the two lanes 
used and all 40 of the pins and 
called everything “in perfect 
condition.” 
(With 
automatic 
pin-setters, each lane has 20 
pins in use.) 
According to American Bowl­ 
ing Congress regulations, the 
sec of pins must weigh a mini­ 
mum of three pounds, two 
ounces each, and cannot exceed 
three pounds, 10 ounces. And 
each pin in the set cannot vary 
more than one ounce from the 


other pins in the set. 
“Each pin in the sets weighed 
three pounds and five ounces,” 
Anderson declared. He also had 
to examine every foot of the 
two lanes used to make sure 
they were level. Nave Lanes 
owners just two weeks ago re­ 
surfaced all 32 of their lanes. 
For the 300 game, Clinton 
received a check for $100 from 
the proprietors of Nave Lanes, 
the maximum allowed by the 
Northern California Bowling 
Proprietors Assn. 
The bowling star lives at 105 
Tomales Street, Sausalito.

Is Tax Cut All That's Needed 
To Reduce U.S. Unemployment? 


TRY AND STOP ME

A Wall Street banker was 
leaving his home in Scarsdale 
to catch the 9:15 when his 
wife called out: “Please take 
my shoes and leave them at 
the Grand Central r e p a i r 
shop on your way to the of­ 
fice.” 
The banker took the 
shoes under his arm without 


bothering to wrap them, and 
swung aboard the train with 
his mind teeming with details 
of million-dollar mergers. 
A 
fellow commuter noted the 
shoes and boomed heartily: 
“That’s the way to do it, Joe! 
Don’t let her gad about. ’ 


Outside of the annual “Fol­ 
lies,” “Show Boat” was the 
greatest trium ph of Producer 
Florenz Ziegfeld’s career— 
yet, oddly enough, he never 
took much stock in it. 
In 
fact, the m orning after the 
New York opening, he was 
afraid to read the reviews. 
By the time he arrived at his 
theater on 54th Street, the 
lobby was jammed with peo­ 
ple buying tickets. 
Ziegfeld 
took one look at the crowd 
and cried: “Sound the alarm! 
My theater’s on fire!” 


THE F I R S T REPORT on 
manpower, which the Presi­ 
dent transm itted to Congress, 
raises a question about unem ­ 
ployment to which there is no 
obvious answer. 
Why is it 
that for five consecutive years 
since 1957—both under Ei­ 
senhower and under Kennedy 
—the average rate of unem ­ 
ployment, 5.5 per cent, has 
been so much higher than it 
was in the years immediate­ 
ly after the war. when the av­ 
erage rate was less than 4 
per cent? 


Moreover, in the past 10 
years, there have been three 
business recessions; and after 
each recovery the rate of un­ 
employment has been higher 
than after the preceding re­ 
covery. 
These facts indicate, 
as the L a b o r Department 
study accompanying the Pres­ 
ident’s report puts it, that in 
recent years the American 
economy has been moving 
away from full employment 
rather than toward it. 


IT WAS BY STUDYING 
this gloomy situation that the 
administration came to the 
conclusion that corporate and 
individual income taxes are 
so high that they are depress­ 
ing consumer demand and 
spending for capital invest­ 
ment. Though I believe whol­ 
ly that this is a sound conclu­ 
sion, 
I 
am moved to ask 
w hether the administration 
rem edy for economic stagna­ 
tion is adequate. What moves 
me to ask this question is a 
reading of two lectures by 
the managing director of the 
International Monetary Fund, 
Per Jacobsson, one delivered 
at New York University and 
the other at the American 
B a n k e r s Assn. meeting in 
Washington. 


In reading these lectures, 
we m ust begin by rem em ber­ 
ing th at Mr. Jacobsson is a 
v e r y distinguished Swedish 
economist, whose ideas de­ 
scend from the same original 
source as those of John May­ 
nard K e y n e s . 
Jacobsson, 
therefore, is in favor of the 
prescription, w h i c h comes 
from Keynes, that in order to 
overcome the sluggishness of 
an economy it is necessary to 


expand the demand for goods 
and services. 


WHERE JACOBSSON dif­ 
fers from the administration 
program is not about the tax 
cut and the budgetary deficit. 
He differs about wage policy. 
In substance, he says that, 
while expanding demand can 
stimulate growth, it will not 
cure unemployment unless it 
is accompanied by a freezing 
of production costs and par­ 
ticularly wage rates. 
If I 
read him correctly, he says 
that it is quite possible to 
stimulate the growth of the 
economy w i t h o u t making 
much of an impression on un­ 
employment. It is very inter­ 
esting and quite significant 
that Jacobsson cites as his 
authority none o t h e r than 
John Maynard Keynes him­ 
self. 
Keynes, he says, thought 
that, while it is necessary that 
“d e m a n d 
should 
be 
in­ 
creased,” he was no less in­ 
sistent that “in time of m ark­ 
ed unemployment, m o n e y 
wages should be kept stable 
for unemployment to be re­ 
duced.” As a matter of fact, 
Lord Keynes went further 
than that. 
In his celebrated 
book, “The General Theory of 
Employment,” K e y n e s de­ 
clared that in a given organ­ 
ization, equipment and tech­ 
nology, real wages and output 
are uniquely correlated so 
that “in general, an increase 
in employment can only oc­ 
cur to the accompaniment of 
a decline in the rate of real 
wages.” This decline in real 
wages would happen if money 
wages are frozen (while busi­ 
ness is slack) while prices 
rise during the period of re­ 
covery from the recession. 


JACOBSSON’S VIEW, and 
even 
more 
that 
of 
Lord 
Keynes, differs from th at of 
the administration in this re- 
s p e c t. 
The administration 
has been trying, and with 
considerable success, to keep 
wage increases from exceed­ 
ing the rise in the productiv­ 
ity of labor. Jacobsson’s view 
is that this policy will not lead 
to the same reduction in un­ 
employment 
as 
would 
be 
achieved if, during the expan- 


other candidate is John G.

sion of demand, money wage 
rates were kept consistent or 
rising more slowly than pro­ 
ductivity. 


Jacobsson argues that this 
unpopular rem edy for unem­ 
ployment is 
necessary 
be­ 
cause, in the past few years, 
wre have been in a “new situa­ 
tion.” 
That post-war infla­ 
tion has worked itself off; 
since 1959, wholesale prices 
have been practically stable, 
and the cost of living has not 
risen much. 


D u r i n g the inflationary 
years, individual firms could 
grant wage increases because 
they could raise prices with­ 
out a decline in their sales. 
But with inflation ended, most 
firms 
cannot 
raise 
prices 
w i t h o u t losing sales and 
therefore reducing their prof­ 
it margins. 
In this kind of 
situation, Jacobsson believes, 
it is not possible to cure un­ 
employment merely by cut­ 
ting taxes and expanding de­ 
mand. It is necessary, also, to 
stabilize labor costs. 


NEEDLESS TO SAY, this is 
an unpopular remedy. As ev­ 
idence of it, there is Gover­ 
nor Rockefeller’s recent state­ 
ment about economic growth. 
He, too. wants to expand de­ 
mand by cutting taxes. But he 
is discreetly silent about wage 
policy. 
An analysis of the figures 
shows why the country is 
more likely to put up with 
t h e existing unemployment 
than to brace itself to the dis­ 
agreeable r e m e d y which 
Keynes and Jacobsson rec­ 
ommend. Who are the unem­ 
ployed? In the main, they are 
the politically feeble. They 
are young people, many of 
them without votes. They are 
the older workers. They are 
Negroes. 
They are workers 
in declining and unstable in­ 
dustries and in the depressed 
areas. They are, in general, 
unskilled workers. There are 
some 4 million of them, not 
counting another 2.5 million 
who are partially employed. 
All of them together are 
not a politically formidable 
group; and as long as they are 
taken care of, neither party 
is likely to take on the kind 
of opposition which the Ja­ 
cobsson - Keynes 
f o r m u l a 
would arouse. 


WH I L E THE EVIDENCE 
of past recoveries does not at 
first glance seem to confirm 
Jacobsson’s theory, could it 
be that he has a point? I 
should like to see a qualified 
spokesman of the administra­ 
tion argue the issue which, 
without in the least pretend­ 
ing any expertness of my 
own, I have ventured to raise. 
Is it possible to reduce unem­ 
ployment substantially by the 
tax bill alone?

Under the Central American 
sun presidents seem to ripen 
and fall almost as fast as the 
bananas that earn the small 
republics their living. 


Politically, this is the land of 
the quick change. 


President John F. Kennedy 
has been in office slightly 
over two years. Yet when he 
meets the presidents of the 
six Central American repub­ 
lics next week in Costa Rica, 
he will 
outrank 
three of 
them in terms of tenure in 
office. 


Four of the presidents took 
office against a background of 
violence, intrigue, palace re­ 
volt, juntas and plots—success­ 
ful and unsuccessful— that have 
made Central American his­ 
tory a bewildering whirl of 
musical, or political, chairs.

Knowland, Nixon Not Ready 
To Quit The Political Arena

Unlikely Nikita To Go To China

Asking Soviet Premier Nikita Khrushchev to go to 
Peking is something akin to expecting the mountain to go 
to Mohammed. 
But Mao Tze-tung did just that. He asked Khrush­ 
chev to come over to his house for talks about the 
ideological dispute between Mao s China and the Sov­ 
iet Union. 
It is not likely that Khrushchev will accept Mao's 
invitation— not because the Red Chinese called him a 
“ coward” for pulling missiles out of Cuba but because it 
would appear he was making a concession. 
According to the Soviet line of thinking, Khrush­ 
chev made the first overture in suggesting the get-to­ 
gether and the only proper thing for Mao to do would 
be to go to Khrushchev’s house. 
The generai belief in Washington and other West­ 
ern capitals was that Khrushchev himself would not go 
to Peking. 
In U. S.-Russian development, the Soviets charged 
that American warships fired on a Russian fishing traw­ 
ler 70 miles east of Norfolk, Va. The Navy denied it and 
said the trawler was beyond the range of the shots being 
fired.

ORDINANCE NO. 5 
AN ORDINANCE A M E N D I N G 
SECTION 401 OF ORDINANCE 
NO. 1 RELATING TO EXTEN­ 
SION OF MAINS 
BE IT ORDAINED by the Board 
of Directors of the Muir Beach 
Community Services District as 
follows: 
Section 401 of Ordinance No. 1 
is hereby amended to read as fol­ 
lows: 
1. Availability of Service. Land­ 
owners and developers are advised 
to obtain information from the 
District on 
the 
availability of 
water, 
pressure 
conditions 
and 
other pertinent data, to assure 
satisfactory service, before under­ 
taking any development or con­ 
struction. Extensions of mains and 
services may be obtained on the 
terms and conditions hereinafter 
set forth and not otherwise. 
2. Service to Property Not Front­ 
ed by Existing Mains. An appli­ 
cant seeking a pipeline extension 
or installation of service to a new 
area or to property not fronted by 
an existing District-owned service 
main must make an appropriate 
written application for a pipeline 
extension by the District. Appli­ 
cant shall furnish the District 
Board with such plans and specifi­ 
cations related to the proposed ex­ 
tension and services as shall en­ 
able the Board to determine if it 
has the facilities and capacity to 
serve adequately the new area 
without endangering services to its 
present consumers. 
3. Review of Applications. Re­ 
ceipt of application is not an indi­ 
cation that service will be ren­ 
dered. Each application will be 
reviewed individually by the Dis­ 
trict. After such review, the Dis­ 
trict Board reserves and shall have 
the right to grant or reject said 
application for any cause which 
will affect District welfare. 
4. Availability of Supply From 
Existing System. No extensions of 
mains and services will be ap­ 
proved or will be made unless and 
until the District shall first de­ 
termine that it has the line capa­ 
city and adequate pressure in the 
existing system to serve the area 
involved nor until it shall determine 
that the taking on of additional 
services will not be detrimental to 
those already served. 
5. Service to Property Located 
Above General Service Zone. When 
In the opinion of the District it is 
doubtful that satisfactory water 
service from District mains or ex­ 
tensions can be given to a property 
due to the elevation or location of 
same, and that sufficient pressure 
will not be available or that the 
supply of water from the existing 
facilities will not be adequate or 
constant, the District reserves the 
right to refuse service entirely. Or 
it may require of the applicant or 
owner of the property, a written 
release (duly executed before ser­ 
vice is given) from liability for any 
damage or inconvenience which 
may occur by reason of such in­ 
sufficient pressure or inadequate 
volume of water of intermittent 
supply. The applicant must at his 
own expense provide himself with 
private pipelines, storage facilities 
and/or pumping plant sufficient 
to insure a constant supply to the 
premises being served. 
6. The District shall not be 
deemed to have "assumed to serve” 
any new area unless and until and 
to the extent that the Board of 
Directors shall expressly so declare 
by formal motion or resolution at 
a regular meeting of the Board. 
A new pipeline extension or ser­ 
vice will be granted only after the 
Board shall expressly so declare by 


motion or resolution. In any such 
case no person, firm or corpora­ 
tion shall have the right to con­ 
nect with or receive service from 
such line or facility except upon 
written application being made 
and upon payment by applicant of 
all costs of the new service and 
facilities. The District’s determina­ 
tion. of facility required and costs 
shall in all cases be final. 
7. Extension of Existing Gravity 
System. Applicants for water main 
extension to an area which, in the 
opinion of the District, can be 
served by extending the existing 
“gravity system” of the District 
shall : 
(a) Enter into a “Pipeline Exten­ 
sion Agreement” prepared in 
accordance with the terms and 
conditions of this ordinance 
and not otherwise. 
(b) Pay the complete and entire 
cost of furnishing and install­ 
ing all necessary pipe, valves, 
fittings, connections and ap­ 
purtenant facilities plus the 
cost of inspection during in­ 
stallation. 
(c) Pay the complete and entire 
cost of furnishing and install­ 
ing all necessary storage fa­ 
cilities sufficient to provide 
48-hour storage for the antici­ 
pated consumption during the 
month of maximum use in the 
area to be served by the ex­ 
tension. 
If storage is not separately de­ 
veloped the District may, at its 
election, require that the ap­ 
plicant for extension pay aver­ 
age storage charges. The pay­ 
ment will be based upon the 
anticipated consumption of the 
area to be served by the ex­ 
tension with a charge of $150 
per 1,000 gallons of such an­ 
ticipated consumption. 
(d) Furnish at no cost to the Dis­ 
trict all easements and rights- 
of-way reasonably required for 
storage, pipelines and access 
roads. 
8. All work installed under this 
ordinance shall be done by the 
District or by a contractor selected 
or approved by it. It being under­ 
stood that any and all installations 
must be done in accordance with 
District rules, under District in­ 
spection, and according to stand­ 
ards, sizes and specifications ex- 
E 
ressly and formally agreed upon 
y the District Board. 
9. Ownership of Facilities. All 
extensions, tank lots, pump lots, 
tanks, pipelines and other facili­ 
ties installed under this ordinance 
shall become the sole property of 
the District. 
10. Unauthorized Use of Water. 
The District reserves the right to 
refuse or discontinue water service 
to any premises without giving no­ 
tice if in the opinion of the Man­ 
ager or Board of Directors this 
is necessary or appropriate to pro­ 
tect itself against fraud, abuse, or 
unauthorized use of water from an 
extension to its mains.

THE LAKE CO U NTRY belonging to the M arin M unicipal W ater District is so 
rich in trails and scenery that it has been com pared favorably by veteran 
hikers with the m ountains and woods of Switzerland and G erm any's Black 
Forest.

of nature are show n in this rough m ap of the lake area that lies at the very 
doorsteps of Marinites.

Rev. Herrick Lane of San 
Anselmo is a veteran hiker 
who looked with mixed feel­ 
ings upon the recent 50-mile 
walk mania. 
The idea of more walking, 
he agreed, was a good one. 
But, he also believed, the 
proper place for hiking is not 
along the highways and other 
frequently-traveled roads. 


“GET AWAY from the high­ 
ways and follow the trails” is 
his advice. 
Then, he says, you realize 
not only the physical benefits 
which come from exercise but 
also 
the 
psychological 
lift 
which comes from close com­ 
munion with nature. 
Nor is it necessary, Rever­ 
end Lane believes, to tackle 
such ambitious undertakings 
as a 50-mile walk. 
Shorter 
strolls undertaken on a more 
regular schedule can be more 
beneficial. 
The 73-year-old retired min­ 
ister has been hiking and 
camping for 40 years in an 
area from Southern California 
to Shasta. 
“And,” he says, “ what we 
have right here compares in 
beauty and comfort, as well 
as in the challenge of hiking 
and exploring, with much that 
enthusiasts travel hundreds 
of miles, with great expense 
and 
discomfort, 
to 
experi­ 
ence.” 


MARIN1TES then, he adds, 
should feel doubly blessed in 
being able to enjoy such hik­ 
ing—and still spend t h e i r 
evenings in the comfort of 
their own homes. 
Since his retirem ent, Rev­ 
erend Lane has stepped up

his hiking activity so that he 
knows the Marin Municipal 
Water District lakes area as 
well as the back of his hand. 
“And yet,” he says, “I nev­ 
er fail to find something new 
to enjoy or to experience re­ 
newed pleasure over some fa­ 
miliar sight.” 


FOR INSTANCE, the red­ 
wood groves north of Mount 
Tamalpais that fell before the 
loggers’ axes nearly a cen­ 
tury ago are still marked by 
huge stum ps up to six feet in 
diameter. The second growth 
trees from these old stumps, 
now: 50 to 100 years old them ­ 
selves, give promise of great 
beauty to come. 
“Plenty of these s e c o n d 
growth groves of up to 100 
trees of around two feet in 
diameter can be seen in the 
small canyons of the area,” 
the m inister reports. 
Then he relates: “Incident­ 
ally, it is said that w-hen the 
redwoods were discovered in 
California over a century ago, 
many seeds were sent to the 
British Isles and planted in 
parks and estates, and now 
tower into 100-foot samples 
of the attractions of our Bay 
Area — attractions that we 
still have almost at our door­ 
steps.” 


REVEREND Lane will tell 
you about “the largest red­ 
wood I have seen on the north 
side of the Tamalpais. 
“It is on the Pilot Knob 
Trail is this twin redwood, 


actually two enormous and 
ancient trees each over five 
feet in diameter and both 
seeming to spring from the 
same root, 
though probably 
once separate tiny shoots. By 
some quirk of fate, it appears 
to 
have 
escaped both 
the 
fires 
and 
lumbering 
axes. 
And it may be the great­ 
g randfather of many younger 
trees on the lower slopes.” 
R everend Lane also likes 
to talk about “a tree that is 
said to be the largest madrone 
tree in the world.” The hiker 
encounters it on the same 
trail, a quarter mile west of 
the twin redwood and behind 
a knoll north of Lake Lagu- 
nitas. 


T H E MADRONE, he says, 
is m ore than six feet in diam­ 
eter at a point three feet 


illiirtn 


above the ground “and the 
huge limbs are bigger than 
most s e p a r a t e individual 
trees.” 
Reverend Lane 
can 
also 
tell you much about the trails 
— about Eldridge Grade, now 
a fire patrol road, that zig­ 
zags from the west arm of 
Phoenix Lake to the top of 
Tamalpais. Built by Chinese 
laborers nearly 100 years ago, 
it w as the first road to the top 
of the mountain and was fi­ 
nanced by popular subscrip­ 
tion with a moderate grade 
attractive to the surrey and 
stage transportation facilities 
of those days. 
Or he will talk about old 
Shaver Grade Road, portions 
of which are still used for fire 
patrol. It was the stage road 
to Eolinas, passing over what

are now the bottom s of Phoe­ 
nix and Alpine lakes before 
dams created those bodies of 
water. 


H E C A N describe how you 
can still see the Camp Tucker 
Trail, 
which was a logging 
road cut into the hillside, and 
over which logs were dragged 
by oxen over the top of Kent 
Woodlands 
and 
down 
to 
barges at K entfield to be car­ 
ried on to San Francisco. 
Experienced 
hiking 
com­ 
panions, Reverend Lane says, 
have compared Marin’s hills 
and woods very favorably with 
Switzerland 
and 
Germ any’s 
Black Forest. 
“But to enjoy them, you 
have to get away from the 
traffic and into the real out­ 
doors,” he adds. 
Phoenix Lake at Ross is an 
excellent starting point for a 
shorter hike, since it also pro­ 
vides 
picnicking 
facilities 
with fireplaces. 


F O R O N E hike of an hour- 
and-a-half, 
Reverend 
Lane 
recommends a sim ple three- 
mile “all horizontal” w a l k 
around Phoenix Lake by road 
and by the excellent trail on 
its south shoreline. 
For a two-hour hike, start 
from the dam on South Road 
at left to near the head of the 
lake “arm,” then taken Allen 
Trail up to Crown Road (an 
easy grade) at the top of Kent 
Woodlands, continue on south 
to the Y of Phoenix Road, and 
then down the Cutoff Trail to 
the bottom of the canyon and 
back to the starting point via 
the canyon path. “An easy 
and beautiful trip.”

Continued from Page M-2 
hike, take South Road from 
the dam up William s and 
Camp Tucker trails, then the 
horizontal trail at right to Eld- 
ridge Grade (about five min­ 
utes) and down Eldridge to 
Phoenix Lake and then back 
to the dam. 


TO EXTEN D the walk to 
three hours, follow the same 
route as above to Tucker and 
Eldridge, but continue up and 
west on Eldridge and take 
Lakeview Road on straight 
west to Lagunitas (“ the north 
side road is much shorter, 
but the south side more beau­ 
tiful” ) and 
back via 
Fish 
Gulch to Phoenix (“ keep down 
road, not the level paved road 
that goes right to filtration 
plant” ). 
Another three-hour "stroll” : 
Take West Road from dam 
and (middle) Fish Gulch Road 
at junction to Lagunitas Lake 
and around that lake and then 
back to starting point over 
the same route. 
Or take W'est and Fish 
Gulch roads to Lagunitas pic­ 
nic 
grounds, 
right to the 
South side trail around Bon 
Tempe Lake and Old BQlinas 
Road and then up the Fairfax 
paved road to Shaver Grade 
and then follow trail back to 
Phoenix Junction (“ watch for 
cut-off trail at right in sad­ 
dle”). 


OR TA KE Bald Hill or Baldy 
patrol road just around the 
corner at right from dam to 
top (1,200 feet) and on down 
(left at Y) to corral and back 
left around horizontal trail, 
returning to Phoenix Lake 
and dam. 
Or start from the white 
Stanley gate near G irl Scout 
Sky Oaks Camp, follow payed 
road two miles to Lagunitas 
Dam and around the lake, 
then back around south side 
of Bon Tempe Lake (“ beauti­ 
ful and woodsy” ) and back to 
the Stanley gate. 
For those who feel up to an 


all-day hike in the water dis­ 
trict country, here are some 
suggested routes from Rever­ 
end Lane: 
Starting from the Stanley 
gate near Sky Oaks Camp, go 
south on horizontal p a v e d 
road and right on Old Bolinas 
Road to Bon Tempe Dam, 
across, and right to Rocky 
Ridge fire patrol road up to 
Rifle 
Camp 
(2,000 
feet). 
Swing right to Potrero Mea­ 
dows and camp, and on to 
Laurel Dell and down Cata­ 
ract Gulch to the intake pool, 
then right via marked trail 
and on along south side of 
Alpine Lake to Bon Tempe 
Dam and then back to the 
Stanley gate— a total of 12 to 
14 miles. 


OR START 
from Phoenix 
Dam and go south to Allen 
Trail up to Crown Road on to 
Indian Fire Trail (“ via an old 
and easy grade on east side 
of the hill” ), up Indian Trail 
or by the patrol cutoff to right 
to Eldridge Grade, and left 
up 
zigzags 
to 
Inspiration 
Point. Then take North Side 
Trail west to Collier Spring 
and on west to Rock Springs 
Road and down back to Lagu­ 
nitas Dam and Fish Gulch to 
Phoenix Dam. About 10 miles. 
To “ scale” Tamalpais, leave 
auto on Crown Road near top 
of Kent Woodlands (left off 
Goodhill Road) and go south 
up toward peak via an old 
and easy grade at left and 
Indian 
Trail 
or 
Eldridge 
Grade to steep cutoff trail up 
to parking area, and then on 
up to top of peak. Return 
same way or by cutoff down 
to Inspiration Point (“ rather 
steep but good” ) and back to 
Crown Road.

These are the kind of walks 
which Reverend Lane would 
like to see more Marinites 
taking. 
From such walks, says the 
73-year-old hiker who can 
back up his talk with the brisk 
pace he sets over the moun­ 
tain trails, come benefits that 
cannot be measured in miles 
or hours.

RIGHT NOW he’s hard at 
work as technical director for 
“I Remember Mama,” the an­ 
nual school play directed by 
Donald Carr, head of the 
school’s English department, 
and scheduled to open in the 
school gymnasium next Fri­ 
day night. 
Bill has been busy improv­ 
ing the high school stage and 


lighting system by buildings a 
lightboard, eight spotlights, 
and enlarging the stage area 
by 202 square feet. 
The lightboard for “I Re­ 
member Mama” is a device 
for dimming stage lights. It 
is being constructed and wired 
by Bill to handle four sets of 
spotlights for alternate dim­ 
ming and brightening in the 
16 changing scenes of the 
play. This portable apparatus 
will be used to operate 500- 
watt spotlights, lined with as­ 
bestos and aluminum, de­ 
signed and constructed by Bill 
to cut the cost from the mar­ 
ket price of $30 apiece to 
around $12.50. 


THE DIMMING board is be­ 
ing constructed for around 
$60, in comparison to the pur­ 
chase price of $800. 
Batten boards for holding 
the lights are being construct­ 
ed behind the main and sub­ 
curtains, and Bill hopes to 
complete a large permanent 
flat to suspend from the stage 
ceiling to lower the teaser 
some five feet. This lowering 
of the stage ceiling will de­ 
crease the amount of work 
required for larger sets. 
Extension of the stage will 
consist of eight four-by-eight- 
foot platforms, covered with 
rugs to muffle the sounds of 
moving actors and actresses. 
Six platforms will extend the 
entire front of the stage, and 
one platform will further ex­ 
tend on each side for the larg­ 
er stage area. Lights will be 
spotted on these separate 
areas for the different scenes. 
Bill is president of one of 
the largest organizations at 
Novato High School, the Dra­ 
ma Club, which automatically 
makes him also president of

It happens twice a year! 
Twice a year, the small 
store owned by the Associated 
Students of the College of 
Marin is busier than a super­ 
market in the week before 
Thanksgiving. 
Just before the opening of 
the Fall and Spring semesters, 
Larry Shuster, the genial and 
competent store manager, per­ 
forms miracles of reorganiza­ 
tion and logistics. He turns 
the tiny store—only 31 by 35 
feet, including the office — 
into a distributing center for 
the more than 20 thousand 
textbooks, and mountains of 
art, drafting, and school sup­ 
plies. 


SELF-SERVICE IN THE manner of the super­ 
market speeds up the distribution of sup­ 
plies and books at the bookstore operated 
by the Associated Students on the College 


of Marin campus in Kentfiald. This becomes 
important when the start-of-the-semester 
rush hits the store twice o year — in the 
spring and in the fall. 


WITH AROUND 5,000 stu­ 
dents now in the day and 
night schools—and more ev­ 
ery year—the store is packed 
solid the first week of each 
semester. 
By increasing the regular 
staff of manager, secretary 
and student employee to sev­ 
en or eight, and by moving 
counters and tables and set­ 
ting up two cash registers 
with teams of cashiers who 
spell each other, the lines 
are kept moving. “Those reg­ 
isters almost smoke, they’re 
so 
busy 
during 
opening 
week,” says Shuster. 
“Self-service, with student 
employees to help in the se­ 
lection of textbooks and sup­ 
plies, speeds things up,” he 
adds. “Student stores need to 


have clerks behind a counter 
who bring the student his 
books as he reads off the list 
of his courses. The way col­ 
leges are growing though, we 


have had to employ supermar­ 
ket techniques.” 
Larry, who came to the Col­ 
lege of Marin store after sev­ 
en years experience as stu­ 


dent helper to the graduate 
night store manager in the 
huge student store at Pasa­ 
dena City College, finds the

them luxuriously beautiful. 


Acetate velvet, however, 
when the pile is crushed 
from wear or pressure, es­ 
pecially 
when 
moistened, 
cannot be restored. There is 
no way to make it stand up­ 
right again. Even attempts 
to remove spots by sim ple 
tamping or brushing w ill 
have a tendency to m at or 
flatten the pile.

Incidentally, if you want 
to determine whether or not 
you are purchasing an ace­ 
tate pile fabric, take a few 
fibers from concealed seam. 
Apply flam e to them. If 
they burn w ith a yellow 
flame, have a sharp, acrid 
odor and leave a hard black 
bead that cannot be pulver­ 
ized between your finger*, 
the fibers are acetate.

Continued from Page M-10 
therapy aids are sitting in 
“Taylor” fashion and stand­ 
ing in a stabilizer (this keeps 
hips in a corrected position) 
for one half hour a day.

M any of you th at have 
reasonably 
good 
quality 
com ponent 
stereo 
record 
plaving equipm ent are ex­ 
periencing distortion on the 
playing of som e of your rec­ 
ords. B asically, th e better 
your 
am plifier, 
speakers, 
and record changer or turn­ 
table, the m ore clearly all 
o f the signals arc reproduc­ 
ed : thus, even w h en there 
is a sm all am ount o f distor­ 
tion present in th e record 
vour m usic system w ill re­ 
produce it. 
U sually, 
w hen 
playing 
sym phonic or fu ll orchestra 
type m aterial, th e fu ll dyn­ 
am ics. instrum entation, and 
volum e or sound occurs at 
th e end of a record, that c 
th e full voicing o f th e orch­ 
estra reaches its clim ax at 
th e end of the record. 
At the end of th e record 
there are several u n avoid ­ 
able distortions th at occur. 
First, the curvature at these 
inner grooves is q u ite sharp. 
T his affects the q u a lity of 
sound because the m usic im 
prcssions on th e groove w all 
closest to the record center 
are pinched togeth er, w h ile 
th e 
im pressions 
on 
the 
groove w all tow ard th e out­ 
side of the record are spread 
out. T his p in ch in g effect 
together w ith the loud orch­ 
estral passages causes a shat­ 
tering of the high notes, 
sounding as if th e speaker 
system or th e n eed le cart­ 
ridge were bad. 
Secondly, as th e arm of 
the record player travels to­ 
ward the center, th e angle 
at w hich the n eed le traces 
th e groove is changing from 
th e most accurate position 
of being at right angles to 
the groove .T his also causes 
distortion and is called dis­ 
tortion due to th e tracking 
error. 
T hirdly, if you have a 
record changer, as th e stack 
o f records on th e platter is 
increased, the arm height 
and 
in 
m any 
cases 
the 
needle tracking w eight is 
changed from its optim um 
w'ciglit. T his causes distor­ 
tion due to the in a b ility of 
the needle to trace the ex ­ 
tr e m e ly fast h igh er frequen­ 


c i e s , Again you hear a shat 
tering of the h igh tones. 
Laetlv, sonic o f the dis­ 
tortions you hear m ay he 
caused by distorted record 
grooves w hich m ay have oe- 
cured during the pressing of 
the disc. 
A lthough record playing 
cannot he th eoretically ner- 
fect even w ith the m ost elab ­ 
orate and exp en sive eq u ip ­ 
m ent, you can ach ieve the 
finest quality b y using a

We are among those who 
anticipate with relish a new 
William Saroyan book, and 
therefore we were doubly dis­ 
appointed that his just-pub­ 
lished novel, “Boys and Girls 
Together,” has fallen consid­ 
erably short of being a liter­ 
ary treat. 
Set in San Francisco, it is 
a study of the relationship 
between a man and woman 
— a writer harassed by finan­ 
cial worries and with a weak­ 
ness for gambling, and his 
younger, beautiful, immature 
and incredibly foolish 
and 
selfish wife. 
Where Saroyan fails this 
time is that his characters 
are not interesting. 
Instead 
they are about as tiresome 
and exasperating a pair as 
could be imagined. 
Perhaps 
Saroyan’s 
usual 
warm compassion and under­ 
standing of people is there. 
But it docs not shine through 
as it does in some of-his earli­ 
er novels and plays. And so 
the book becomes one seem­ 
ingly interminable conversa­ 
tion and sparring match be­ 
tween the man and his wife 
that a plentitude of vulgar 
words cannot make interest­ 
ing. 
In the end the writer seems 
resigned to his wife as she is 
and the life they are leading. 
But what the reader wants 
for her is not understanding. 
Strangling seems more in or­ 
der. 


ERIC HOFFER, the self ed­ 
ucated San Francisco long­ 
shoreman, is a man not con­ 
tent with the superficial and 
the obvious when he probes 
for the causes which lie be­ 
hind today s social malaise. 
Hoffer’s earlier “The True 
Believer” won considerable 
acclaim as a fresh approach 
to thinking on social prob­ 
lems and movements. He was 
praised by many for the di­ 
rectness of his inquiry — for 
his refusal to be sidetracked 
or distracted by prior commit, 
ments or secondary considera- 
tions. 
His just published “The Or­ 
deal of Change” should serve 
to enhance his reputation as 
a commentator upon and in­ 
terpreter of our society.

And in a desperate search for 
a substitute for self-esteem 
when it lies beyond his reach, 
man often grasps for causes 
which promise much but de­ 
liver little.

LIKE MANY other people 
after World War II, writer 
Kay Boyle was baffled by the 
question: “How could a cul­ 
tured people such as the Ger­ 
mans have committed atroci­ 
ties of such beastiality?” 
During the early Occupa­ 
tion years. Miss Boyle resided 
in Germany. She was there­ 
fore in a position to explore 
the question. The result was 
a collection of short stories 
entitled “The Smoking Moun­ 
tain,” set in the dazed and 
defeated Germany of 1948 
and published in 1951. 
Really more vignettes than 
short stories, they presented 


to the attractiveness of these 
“career books” for the young 
child. Says she, “Little books 
were largely inspired by the 
interests and needs of my 
small son . . . And worked 
out with the helpful advice of 
children themselves.” 
The small child follows Po­ 
liceman Small through the 
day: Clearing the way for a 
fire engine, seeing the chil­ 
dren safely across the street, 
helping a farmer, saying hello 
to the milkman, finding a 
mother for a lost boy. etc. 
Said 3-year-old Kathy, “The 
policeman is a nice man! I’ll 
be a policeman if I can.*’ 


a fascinating study of German 
character as Miss Boyle saw 
it. The picture was presented 
with a clinical coldness and 
honesty as Miss Boyle dis­ 
played a brilliant knack of 
permitting her characters to 
expose their own inner-most 
thoughts and traits through 
conversation and actions, or 
through silence and inaction. 
Conquerors, as well as con­ 
quered, were dissected. 
Now the stories have been 
republished 
and

There is now an introduc­ 
tion by William L. Shirer who 
agrees with Miss Boyle on 
the importance of finding an 
answer to the question which 
first set her off. 
And who 
feels that Miss Boyle has, in­ 
deed. come up with at least 
part of the answer to a most 
complex question. 


TWO 
NEWSPAPER 
car­ 
toonists who hold frontrank 
positions in their respective 
countries as social satirists 
are featured in recently-pub­ 
lished books. 
‘ Hold Me!” is by J u l e s 
Feiffer, the Greenwich Vil­ 
lage Voice cartoonist whose 
simple but highly individual­ 
istic drawing technique and 
rapier thrusts at our foibles 
have zoomed him to popular- 


ity. Feiffer, now syndicated 
in more than 50 newspapers, 
has a rare ability of letting us 
point out our own foolishness 
through innate conversation 
and facial expressions. It’s a 
bit ruthless, even cruel. Yet 
it is funny. And quite unlike 
anything else being done in 
the cartoon field. 


“The Best of Impossible 
Worlds” is the work of Mexi­ 
co’s leading political cartoon­ 
ist, Abel Quezada, and marks 
his 
introduction 
to 
North 
American readers. Like Feif­ 
fer, he draws in a rather 
primitive but effective style. 
He is less subtle, but still a 
formidable exposer and ridi- 
culer of the absurd and the 
pompous in present-day life. 


WITHOUT qualification, we 
regard Weldon Hill’s “T h e 
Long 
Summer 
of 
George 
Adams” as one of the very 
finest novels of the past sev­ 
eral years. 


It is now’ available in paper­ 
back as a Fawcett Crest Book 
reprint. The proofreading is 
pretty bad. but the wonderful 
story is still there. 
If you 
missed

around, don’t pass it up this 
time. 
Anyone who has lived in a 
hamlet in the Southwest or 
the Midwest can testify to the 
superb realism which Hill has 


achieved in picturing Sumac. 
Okla., and its people. His 
George Adams emerges as one 
of the most likeable and most 
human of human-beings in 
Contemporary 
fiction. 
Dia­ 
logue is both witty and weigh­ 
ty. And Hill provides a con­ 
clusion to his story that is 
neither obscure nor depress­ 
ing—he answers, rather than 
creates, questions. That comes 
as a refreshing change of pace 
in view of the present day lit­ 
erary trend. 


“ MRS. 
MAITLAND’S

fair” is the kind of suspense 
novel which makes for thor­ 
oughly delightful r e a d i n g 
when written well. And Mar­ 
garet Lynn does it beauti­ 
fully. 
There’s a rural English set­ 
ting with a lovely but lonely 
old house, and a beautiful 
woman involved in a haunt­ 
ing romance. 
The wife of a respected but 
too-busy lawyer becomes in­ 
volved with a strange and 
brooding 
man of mystery. 
Both their romance and the 
air of menace under which it 
flourishes are expertly done. 
And there is a surprise end­ 
ing that is sound and satisfac­ 
tory. 
Crime Club has tagged the 
book as “something special,” 
and, indeed, it is.

The Damage Suit 


M ODERN TRIALS by Melvin 
M. Belli, 
Bobbs-Merrill Co., 
903 pages. Reviewed by Bryce 
W. Anderson. 


San Francisco lawyer Mel­ 
vin M. Belli’s “Modern Tri­ 
als” might quite as appropri­ 
ately be titled “Handbook for 
Damage Suits,” for it is with 
the suit for damages that it 
is 
almost 
exclusively 
con­ 
cerned. 
There is more reason for 
this than that Belli’s own le­ 
gal practice is largely of this 
class. Such suits now make 
up such a large body of liti­ 
gation that, were it not that 
over 90 per cent of them are 
settled without going to trial, 
the courts would be hope­ 
lessly bogged down. More­ 
over. for most trial lawyers, 
the personal injury damage 
suit is where the money is. 
Belli is no ordinary law­ 
yer. and when he sets out 
to write a text for trial law­ 
yers, it is no ordinary text. 
So far, he has written six 
volumes of “Modern Trials,” 
but for the latest edition he 
has condensed all six into this 
903 pages-plus index just is­ 
sued by Bobbs Merrill Co. He 
calls this the “student’s edi­ 
tion.” 
It has almost as much of 
medicine and anatomy as of 
law—for, says Belli, “medi­ 
cine is involved in 75 per cent 
of the cases being tried to­ 
day.” 
Thus. 
Belli’s 
“law 
book 
with pictures” includes a set 
of anatomical drawings, and 
of 
its 
many 
photographs, 
quite a few deal with medi­ 
cine and the human anatomy. 
("There is also a drawing of 
the anatomy of a cricket’s 
head, used in a damage case 
to prove that a woman slipped 
and fell in a department store 
because she stepped on a 
batch of dead crickets.) 
Keynote of “Modern Trials” 
is what Belli calls “demon­ 
strative evidence.” This in­ 
volves the use of drawings, 
photographs, models, black­ 
boards, etc., to demonstrate 
to judge and jury what the 
lawyer is talking about. Belli 
thinks 
law 
schools 
should 
teach a course in this. 
The law is generally mighty 
dull reading, but “Modern 
Trials” is full of fascinating 
stuff. 
For instance, in 1911 a 
year’s tuition at Stanford Uni­ 
versity cost $45. In 1960. it 
cost $1,005. (What has this 
to do with law? Well, it is one 
of a long series of statistics 
cited to show that “the ade­ 
quate 
award” 
in 
damage 
cases still may not be ade­ 
quate despite its steep rise 
within the last half century.) 
Of course, one isn’t likely 
to read this huge book “from 
kiver to kiver.” 


Chilling Facts 


STRIKE IN THE WEST by 
James Daniel and John G. 
Hubbell, Holt, Rinehart and 
Winston, 175 pages, $3.50. 
Reviewed by Bill Hendricks. 
The complete story of the 
Cuban crisis is laid out in 


cold-blooded and documented 
detail by a pair of roving edi­ 
tors from Reader’s Digest. 
The facts are enough to 
chill the most lighthearted. 
The editors point the finger 
for the lack of precaution di­ 
rectly at the White House, 
absolve the CIA and the mili­ 
tary, and cause John Q Citi­ 
zen considerable worry about 
the future course of events 
i n v o l v i n g intelligence, its 
weight and substance at the 
executive level. 
Time has spun on since.the 
grey days of October. 1962, 
but the cold, steely facts were 
that “the Russians had pulled 
off the greatest sneak play of 
the Nuclear Age!” 
Read this one and worry. 
Say the authors: “Russian- 
manned bases in Cuba may 
well have been capable of in- 


cinerating 40 million Ameri­ 
cans within 60 to 80 seconds.” 


Biblical Guide 


A GUIDE FOR THE READER 
OF THE NEW TESTAMENT by 
John Knox, Oxford University 
Press, 39 pages, paperback, 
25 cents. Reviewed by Elmer 
L. Gray. 
John Knox, Baldwin pro­ 
fessor of sacred literature at 
Union Theological Seminary 
in New York, offers guidance 
in the reading of the New 
Testament of the New’ English 
Bible. He calls attention to 
points of interest and supplies 
background material in much 
the same spirit of an enthus­ 
iastic conductor of a sight­ 
seeing tour. 
The author suggests that 
the New Testament be read in 
nine periods of about two to 


three hours each. The guide 
book is then divided into nine 
chapters, one for each period. 
Knox recommends the read­ 
ing of the books of the New 
Testament in a different or­ 
der than that in which they 
are found in the Bible. He 
suggests that Mark be read 
first and then Matthew’ and 
Luke. 
Acts should be read 
next and followed by the read­ 
ing of the Epistles and Reve­ 
lation. 
The Gospel of John 
would thus be read last. The 
order suggested is based on a 
combination of logic and of 
the chronology of New Testa­ 
ment composition. 
The guidebook has from 
one 
to 
several 
interesting 
paragraphs of introduction on 
each of the New Testament 
books. 
Some will disagree with the 
author on certain background 
(or critical) statements. For 
instance, he tends to date the 
New Testament writings at 
about the latest date of any 
New Testament scholar and 
he declares several of the Newr 
Testament books to be pseudi- 
pigraphs — works written by 
other authors than those to 
whom they are ascribed. 
The person w ho would like 
to read the New’ Testament 
with an understanding of the 
occasions that called it into 
being would do well to make 
use of this little book. 


A Soldier's Story 


BERNAL DIAZ, Historian of 
the Conquest by Herbert Cer- 
win, University of Oklahoma 
Press, 220 pages, $4.95. Re­ 
viewed by Bryce W. Ander­ 
son. 


A common soldier in Her- 
nan Cortes’ army that con­ 
quered 
Mexico 
for 
Spain 
wrote what has become the 
classic chronicle of that cam­ 
paign: “True History of the 
Conquest of New Spain.” 
What manner of man was 
this who produced an account 
more accurate and valuable 
than any of the learned men 
sponsored 
by 
the 
Spanish 
crown, or even Cortes him­ 
self? Herbert Cerwin, while 
residing in Guatemala, under­ 
took to find out. 
From the old records in 
Guatemala—where Diaz be­ 


came a regidor and member 
of the cabildo— and in Spain, 
Cerwin has produced a biog­ 
raphy that brings that vain­ 
glorious but upright soldier 
to life. At the same time, it 
casts much light on conditions 
in 
Central 
America 
under 
Spanish rule during the 16th 
century.

Is All-Important 


When You Varnish 


Whether you are putting 
a finish on wood, metal or 
any other material, surface 
preparation is an important 
part of the project. But its 
value is even more vital when 
the finish being used falls in­ 
to the transparent class. For 
it is then that the slightest 
flaw in the wood is empha­ 
sized, making it stand out far 
more than before the finish­ 
ing material was applied. 
One of the most popular 
clear 
finishes 
is 
varnish, 
which enhances the beauty of 
the wood grain and protects 
the surface. The secret of a 
satisfying varnish finish is 
threefold: 
selection 
of the 
right kind of varnish, proper 
surface preparation and cor­ 
rect application. 
The assistance of the paint 
or hardware dealer should be 
solicited before making your 
choice of varnish There are 
many different kinds of var­ 
nishes for different purposes, 
a fact which seems to elude 
the many persons who merely 
select 
varnish 
from 
store 
shelves without matching the 
type of product to the specific 
project. Not all varnishes, for 
instance, are suitable for fin­ 
ishing furniture. 


ONCE YOU AND the deal­ 
er have established the kind 
necessary, you will have to 
decide yourself whether you 
want glossy, semi glossy or 
satin-finish varnish. The semi­ 
gloss or satin-finish is prefer­ 
red for most furniture, yet 
many professional finishers 
use the glossy on the theory 
that it is tougher and can be 


How To Clean 
Shower Curtain 


Plastic or miracle - fabric 
shower curtains should be 
washed by spreading flat on a 
table and sponging with sudsy 
water. Rinse the curtain with 
clear water, then wipe with 
clean cloths. Turn the cur­ 
tain over and repeat on the 
other side. 
Then replace on the shower 
rod and spread it out straight 
to dry. 
Shower curtains made of 
fabric such as heavy drill or 
canvas can be put into the 
washing machine or laundry 
tub for washing.

rubbed down to give the de­ 
sired appearance. 
The surface of new wood 
should be sanded thoroughly, 
first with a coarse paper then 
with fine. Be sure all grit par­ 
ticles are wiped off. A cloth 
dampened in odorless paint 
thinner is especially good for 
this. Not until you are com­ 
pletely 
satisfied 
with 
the 
smoothness of the surface 
should another step be taken. 
Unless the color oi the 
wood is exactly what you 
want, the common practice is 
to stain it the shade desired, 
following the label instruc­ 
tions. Most woods do not have 
to be filled, but open-pore 
wood— such as oak, walnut, 
mahogany and chestnut—may 
be filled if desired. Choose a 
filler of the same color as the 
stain. Here again it is neces­ 
sary to follow label instruc­ 
tions. Do what the stain in­ 
structions say in the matter 
of a sealer. Some stains re­ 
quire a sealer before applica­ 
tion of the varnish, some do 
not. 


IN THE ACTUAL varnish­ 
ing, which should be done in 
a dry room as dust free as 
possible, use a soft, pliable 
brush. Never dip it into the 
varnish more than one-third 
the length of the bristles. 
Don't wipe the excess varnish 
off by dragging it across the 
inside of the can, a practice 
which 
causes 
bubbles. 
In­ 
stead, tap the tips of the 
bristles 
lightly against the 
inside of the container. 
Flow the varnish on liber­ 
ally in the direction of the 
grain with long, light strokes. 
After covering the surface 
c o m p l e t e l y , immediately 
cross-stroke it by brushing 
across the grain, this time us­ 
ing an almost dry brush. If 
more than one coat of varnish 
is to be applied, sand lightly 
between coats after the first 
coat has dried. 
We repeat this very’ import­ 
ant 
point: 
the 
varnishing 
should be done in a dry room 
as dust free as possible. Dust 
is the great enemy of var­ 
nish.

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Magnolia 
Is Also 
Deciduous 


Magnolia, a family famous 
for its stately evergeen trees, 
also contributes a handful of 
the finest deciduous flowering 
shrubs grown in northern Cal­ 
ifornia. 
Countless visitors to San 
Francisco’s Golden Gate Park 
“discover” these free-flower­ 
ing beauties each year about 
this time, though every neigh­ 
borhood has its share of gar­ 
deners who discovered them 
long ago. 
Ranging in size from tall 
border shrubs to specimen 
trees, these deciduous mag­ 
nolias are early to bloom, 
some varieties showing color 
as early as January in some 
coastal gardens. 


WHEN IN FULL bloom, 
some of them are literally 
smothered with tulip-like blos­ 
soms, which often prompt 
people to call them, incor­ 
rectly, tulip trees. Others are 
a mass of starry, open blos­ 
soms, which gives them the 
common name of Star Mag- 
nolias. 
The most commonly plant­ 
ed of these shrubs is the Sau­ 
cer Magnolia, which produces 
great 
masses 
of 
tulip-like 
blooms in rose and white 
shades. 
This variety makes a large 
shrub or even a small tree in 
time, though only rarely is it 
pruned in the tree shape. The 
blossoms are fragrant and the 
earliest of them have been 
open now for two weeks or 
more. They come in a rush 
when they start to open, lit­ 
erally covering the tree. Then 
a few linger on as the leaves 
themselves arrive. 


THERE IS A variation of 
this Saucer Magnolia which 
produces red-purple blooms, 
but the purple variety that 
seems most widely planted is 
the Purple Lily Magnolia. Its 
blooms are slender and in­ 
tensely purple on the outside, 
shading lighter within. 
Star Magnolia is a smaller 
shrub than the Saucer and 
lily Magnolias, ranging in size 
from three feet to six or eight 
at maturity, depending on 
how you prune it. The blos­ 
soms are split in pinwheel 
fashion to resemble stars and 
like the Saucer Magnolias 
they come in a sudden mass 
of white each spring. A pink 
variety, stellata rosea, is seen 
occasionally, but it’s rare and 
not generally available.

But an unexpected planting of 
Glitters petunias in the angle of driveway and path, pro­ 
tected by pickets, gives the area a charm that is definitely 
eye-appealing. 


A CHECKLIST FOR 
GARDENERS OF MARIN 


Build a fence and you au­ 
tomatically create the prob­ 
lem of what to plant against 
it. At the same time, however, 
you also create a backdrop 
for some of the garden’s most 
rewarding effects. 
By their very nature, fenc­ 
es increase your awareness of 
what’s planted against them. 
While shrubs in other parts 
of the garden may recede into 
the depths of g r e e n e r y , 
against a fence, they are 
prominently displayed. 


IT IS A challenge to the 
gardener, therefore, to insure 
that this prominence is ac­ 
corded only to that plant ma­ 
terial which benefits by it. 
Consider, then, the form 
and structure of shrubs that 
you plant against a fence or 
wall. Tall shrubs with an open 
pattern are more desirable in 
most cases than tall shrubs 
which bunch up in dense 
masses of foliage. They per­ 
mit the fence to show itself 
as a continuous, unbroken 
line. 
Some try to include the 
Bottle Brushes, Twisted Jun­ 
iper and Pineapple Guava. 
For a beautiful i n f o r m a l 
hedge, Xylosma senticosa is 
hard to beat. 
With smaller shrubs, the 
open pattern is less import­ 
ant, but form is still a matter 
of interest. The dwarfer Jum ­ 
pers such as Tamarix Juniper 
are well adapted as are Heav-

enly Bamboo, New Zealand 
Flax and Lady Fern. 


BLOOM SHOULD have a 
high priority in your plans 
for planting a fence. Camel­ 
lias, Azaleas, Rhododendrons 
and Fuchsias are perfect for 
s h a d e d 
and 
semi-shaded 
areas. In the sun, use Roses, 
Tall Bearded Iris, or Bird of 
Paradise. 
You’ll find that all bloom 
is more outstanding with a 
fence to backdrop it. 
Nurserymen 
offer 
espal- 
iered shrubs such as Pyracan- 
tha or Lavender Star Plant 
which give the gardener a 
chance to create his own pat­ 
terns against a fence. And we 
haven’t even mentioned the 
many good vines. 


Pruning Time 
Running Out 


Fuchsias should be pruned 
at once, if you haven’t pruned 
them already. 
Figure on renewing about 
a third of the plant to in­ 
sure a good crop of blooms. 
Remember that they bloom 
on new growth, just as roses 
do, so you have to be rather 
severe with them in order 
to make them happy. 


• Annuals For Display 
With the outdoor living 
season 
approaching 
o n c e 
again, give some thought to 
planting colorful annuals in 
tubs or planter boxes for dis­ 
play on terrace and deck. 
Some good choices would be 
petunias, lobelia, violas, and 
alyssum. All are easy and all 
will mass in cramped quar­ 
ters such as planter boxes to 
make a good display. 


Here is the Marin garden­ 
er’s checklist for the coming 
week: 


* Plant a vegetable garden 
this month. It will yield a 
harvest all during the sum­ 
mer months. 


»^Citrus fruits may be plant­ 
ed anytime from now through 
spring. Best plant them be­ 
fore the warmest weather ar­ 
rives. 


Use a broad-leaf weed killer 


on your grass lawn, then fol­ 
low up in a week or 10 days 
with a good feeding. 


*^Ceanothus and other Cali­ 
fornia natives are in bloom 
now. These make excellent 
easy-to-care for shrubs in the 
garden.

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The Bamboos Are 
One Of Our Most 


Versatile Families 


There is scarcely a more 
varied family of plants in the 
world than the bamboos. 


You find them growing in 
pots to a height of only 10 
inches, and you find them 
growing in nature to heights 
of over 100 feet. 
At the 
same time, their girth varies 
from toothpick size to almost 
a foot in diameter. 


It’s a little known fact about 
bamboos that they are all 
members of the grass family, 
and you can actually mow the 
dwarf variety 
Such is not a 
common practice, however, 
for it robs the little plants of 
all form and serves no pur­ 
pose other than thickening 
the stand, which is sometimes 
desirable. 


B a m b o o s are handsome 
plants and those of a size to 
fit the garden setting will do 
much for it. 
They have an 
open and airy look, a certain 
feathery 
grace which 
sets 
them apart from other plants 
and catches the eye right 
away. 


REFINEMENT IS the word 
that best describes their na­ 
ture. 


Marinites are luckier than 
most in that our climate per­ 
mits us to grow many mem­ 
bers of this family. Most bam­ 
boos are only hardy to about 
20 degrees. 


The 
California 
Assn. 
of 
Nurserymen suggests u s i n g 
them 
in 
containers e v e n 
where climatic precaution is 
unnecessary, for bamboos are 
plants to be set apart and 
featured as only container 
growing can do. You can also 
use bamboos as hedges and 
screens or as accent plants in 
the border. They are especial­ 
ly attractive when grown in 
clumps against a fence. 
Suitable companions a r e 
many, but the sword - like 
clumps of New Zealand flax 
go well with bamboo, as does 
the unrelated heavenly bam­ 
boo. which is not a bamboo at 
all, and also the exotic bird of 
paradise shrub. 
In our warmer, more tem­ 
perate areas near the coast, a 
number of varieties are to be 
found. I n l a n d , where win­ 
ter tem peratures drop more 


Two Choices 
In Begonias 


The gardener who would 
grow tuberous begonias has 
two choices in regards to 
planting them. 


He can start tubers now in 
flats of peat and leaf mold, or 
he can wait until April and 
May to plant seedings which 
don’t show up in nurseries 
until then. 


If you start from tubers, 
keep t h e m in a sheltered 
place until they are about 
three inches high, then trans­ 
plant them into pots or di­ 
rectly into the ground. In no 
case, set them out in the 
open until all danger of frost 
is p ast 


sharply, only the hardier bam­ 
boos are usually offered. 


THE FOLLOWING are most 
widely distributed: 
Hedge Bamboo—This bam­ 
boo is widely used in Japa­ 
nese gardens, where it is often 
sheared just like a hedge. A 
clumping variety, it can also 
be grown as an accent shrub 
in the border without fear of 
its creeping underground and 
corning up in the middle of 
the petunias. It will grow 25 
feet high if permitted to. 


Dwarf Bamboo—This min­ 
iature stands less than a foot 
high and will fill a bed in no 
time, since the roots creep 
out and sprout. You can use 
it as a ground cover and 
should also try planting it in 
clay pots. 


Golden Bamboo — Another 
root 
creeping variety, 
the 
Golden Bamboo, makes an ad­ 
mirable screen or a tub plant. 
It grows in any soil, but like 
other bamboos, and grass, too, 
it 
suffers 
from prolonged 
drought, so keep it within 
range of a hose. 
Bamboos 
are q u i c k to wilt from 
drought, but also quick to re­ 
cover, 
perking 
up 
within 
minutes of the time they are 
watered. 
Golden B a m b o o 
draws its name from the color 
of its canes. 
Black Bamboo—This bam­ 
boo is very similar to Golden 
Bamboo except that its canes 
turn a striking black color as 
they mature. It is also more 
tender than Golden Bamboo 
and consequently less desir­ 
able for use in gardens away 
from the tempering influence 
of the coast. 


IN SOUTHERN California 
and to a lesser degree here 
in the north some excellent 
stands of the Giant Timber 
Bamboo are to be found. This 
is available in some nurseries, 
but its use in the garden is 
limited. 
A root creeper, it 
is definitely not for smaller 
gardens. 
In favorable locations, root 
creeping bamboos are apt to 
send out runners that sprout 
anywhere from a few feet 
to quite a few feet from the 
parent plant. 
These may be 
hacked out with a shovel and 
no damage is done to the 
plant. 
When grown in containers, 
of course, they present no 
such problem, if problem it 
really is. 
After all, you can 
replant the sprouts and in­ 
crease your stand of bamboo. 


W H EN G A R D E N D ESIG N dictates a curve, 
select fairly low flow ers that will outline 
and accent that curve, rather than d is­ 
guise or eliminate it. Here wide, colorful 


ribbon plantings are most effective. Notice 
that the plantings are even w ider than the 
path next to it, so that the flow ers dom i­ 
nate. 


A Good Time To Prune Those 


Evergreen Plants Is Right Now 


Evergreens generally used 
in landscape plantings should 
be pruned annually to keep 
them compact and attractive. 
A good time to prune most 
evergreens is now in the early 
spring before new growth 
starts. Then the new growth 
quickly hides branch cuts, and 
fills in any “holes” in the fol­ 
iage outline caused by prun­ 
ing. 
Such evergreens as juniper, 
yew, arborvitae and hemlock 
can be pruned about as you 
would a hedge; clip the branch 
tips back sufficiently to main­ 
tain the plant’s symmetry. If 
removal of larger branches is 
necessary, make the cut at a 
crotch or just beyond a small 
lateral branch. 
Pines and other species 
which, each spring, extend 
their branches by developing 
long, candle-like growths can 
be held within bounds and 


made more compact by clip­ 
ping off about one-half of the 
“candle” while it is still soft. 
In pruning such species at 
other times of the year, cut 
back to a lateral bud. 
Where evergreens are de­ 
cidedly overgrown, seldom is 
it wise to prune them back to 


the desired size in a single 
operation. To avoid injuring 
the plant through excessive 
removal of branches and fol­ 
iage, the program generally 
should extend over a period 
of several years. In such cases 
it is wise to employ a compe­ 
tent arborist to do the job.
